The Adair County Public 
Hospital District will hold a public 
hearing this morning, Thursday, 
July 19th, to receive comments on 
its proposal to reinstate an ad valo¬ 
rem tax to support the operations of 
Westlake Regional Hospital and the 
Hospital District. 

The meeting will be held at 9 
a.m. at Trinity United Methodist 
Church’s Family Life Center, 
located at 2418 Campbellsville 
Road. 

The hospital district is seeking to 
levy a 3.7 cents per $100 of 
assessed value tax that would be 
used to make up any financial defi¬ 
cit if and when the hospital is sold 
to LifePoint Hospitals. The tax rate 
is the same as it was when the tax 
was eliminated in 1997. 

The board of trustees are 
expected to vote on the tax levy as 
a special called meeting of the 
board this Friday, July 20, at 12 
noon in the board room at Westlake 
Regional Hospital.

KY 61 South Work Completed

After years of construction and 
the expenditure of millions and 
millions of dollars, the 
reconstruction of KY 61 South 
from the end of Burkesville 
Street to the Cumberland County 
line is finally complete and open 
to traffic. 

The final section of the 
project, from just south of the 
Louie B. Nunn Parkway to the 
Sparksville community, was 
opened to traffic Monday, 
providing residents of the 
southern part of the county with 
a much improved route into 
Columbia and north-south 
travelers a good road almost all 
the way from Interstate 40 in 
Tennessee and to Interstates 65 
and 75 in Kentucky. 

The final six-mile section of 
the road was begun in 2008 and 
cost approximately $22.7 million 
to build. 

What is most significant about 
the newly opened section of road 
is that it eliminates the very 


dangerous “Wheeler Hill” 
section of old KY 61. The very 
steep, extremely curvy section of 
the road has been the site of 
countless accidents, including 
some fatal ones, over the years 
severely and hampered 
emergency access to the 
southern part of the county 
during snowy and icy conditions. 

The new section of KY 61 in 


that area features a much gentler 
grade and a third, truck passing 
lane. 

“It’s great that it’s finally 
open,” Judge/Executive Ann 
Melton said. “It makes it a lot 
easier and much safer for our 
residents to travel in that part of 
the county.” 

The KY 61 South 
reconstruction project was done 


in four phases, according to 
Amber Hale, Information Officer 
for the Kentucky Department of 
Transportation’s District 8 Office 
in Somerset. 

The first phase of the 
reconstruction project was from 
just south of Sparksville to the

Judge Still Awaiting AG 
Opinion On Hospital Tax

With the Adair County Public Hospital District prepared to vote to 
reinstate an ad valorem tax of 3.7 cents per $100 of assessed value 
in a special-called meeting Friday, county Judge/Executive Ann 
Melton is still awaiting an opinion from Attorney General Jack 
Conway’s office. 

Melton requested the opinion on July 8, and two of the main 
questions she asked to be clarified were would the tax be subject to 
recall, and if the 3.7 cents amount would exceed the permissible 
four percent increase that is allowed by law without public hearings 
on the matter. 

Melton said Wednesday that they had expected to have the 
attorney general’s opinion by now, but it has been delayed. 

“We were first told that we’d have the opinion before the hospital 
board’s vote,” she said. “But, I got a call Tuesday afternoon (from 
the attorney general’s office) and was told that the hospital board 
wanted to send in more information, so they couldn’t issue the 
opinion until they received and reviewed the new information.” 

If the opinion issued by the attorney general states that the 
hospital ad valorem tax is subject to recall, Melton said that any 
effort to recall the tax and place in on the ballot for vote must be 
done quickly.

Eight Indicted For 
Manufacturing Meth

An Adair County Grand Jury returned numerous indictments in 
open court in Adair Circuit Court Tuesday, including charging a 
total of eight people with the manufacture of methamphetamine. 

The eight, who were also indicted other charges, were: 

•Aaron Dale McKinney, 36, of Keltner-Mell Road, indicted on 
one count of manufacturing methamphetamine, second or 
subsequent offense; two counts of persistent felony offender first 
degree; one count possession of a controlled substance in the first 
degree - methamphetamine, third or subsequent offense; one count 
of possession of marijuana; one count of possession of drug 
paraphernalia; and one count of tampering with physical evidence. 

•Selisa Nichole McKinney, 31, of Keltner-Mell Road, charged 
with manufacturing methamphetamine, first offense; persistent 
felony offender in the second degree; possession of a controlled 
substance in the first degree -methamphetamine, first offense; 
possession of marijuana; and possession of drug paraphernalia. 

•Pamela McKinney Mosby Greer, 40, of Owl Springs Road, 
Glasgow, charged with manufacturing methamphetamine, second or 
subsequent offense; persistent felony offender in the second degree; 
possession of a controlled substance in the first degree - 
methamphetamine, third or subsequent offense; possession of 
marijuana; and possession of drug paraphernalia.

On Monday, the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet finally opened the last section of the 
reconstructed KY 61 South in Adair County, 
and Monday afternoon I took my first drive 
on it. It stretches from just south of the Louie 
B. Nunn Cumberland Parkway to Sparksville, 
where it joins a previously reconstructed 
section of the road. 

Having grown up in the Grady ville/Jaybird 
Ridge (Jones Chapel for the more refined) 
area, I spent plenty of time traveling Highway 
61 South between the Flatwoods and 
Sparks ville and Breeding (Jaybird Ridge/ 
Jones Chapel Road is a cutoff road between 
Highway 80 near Grady ville and KY 61 
South), so I consider myself rather familiar 
with the area. However, as I traveled the new 
section of the road for the first time, I found 
myself in somewhat unfamiliar surroundings. 

The path of the new road has been changed 
enough that houses and other buildings that 
used to be located on the west side of the road 
are now on the east side - and you’re looking 
at the back view of them - and houses that 
used to be right on the side of the road on the 
east side are now a good distance away, with 
a lot even being out of sight. Other houses 
and buildings on the west side of the road that 
used to be located a good ways off the road 
are now right beside the new road. 

Of course, the biggest difference in the old 
road and the new road is in the Wheeler Hill 
(or Lynch Hill, as I’ve been informed that a 
lot of residents of the Sparksville area used to 
call it) area. Wheeler Hill on old KY 61 South 
was probably the curviest, most dangerous 
section of any major road in Adair County, a 
stretch of roadway where wrecks occurred 
frequently, and became a nightmare when it 
became snow or ice covered. Now, the new 
section of road is one with a gradual grade 
and a truck passing lane. It’s definitely a great 
improvement. 

When I was traveling the road Monday 
afternoon, the work crews still lacked putting 
down the final layer of blacktop on a short 
section road just before it reaches Sparksville, 
and there was still some striping of the 
shoulders to do. But, I’d say all that has been 
done by the time anyone reads this column. 

While the completion of the last section of 
KY 61 South in Adair County is a great 
benefit to the residents of that end of the 
county, the new section also fits extremely 
well into the big picture of things. Except for 
the short section of KY 61 just north of 
Burkesville - two, three or four miles or so - 
on which construction is supposed to start 
fairly soon -a person can travel all the way 
from Interstate 65 to Interstate 40 in 
Tennessee on good roads. You’ve got KY 61 
South, KY 55 North, KY 210 and the Lincoln 
Parkway to hook you up with 1-65 in 
Elizabethtown, and KY South to the 
Tennessee line, where you hit TN 53 to Celina 
and then on down to 1-40 near Cookville. 

With Louie B. Nunn Cumberland Parkway, 
KY 80 and KY 461 already providing us with 
a connection between 1-65 and 1-75, maybe 
our road infrastructure will one day lead to us 
attracting more industry, more business and 
more tourism. As everyone knows, we sure 
could use some more of all of them.

Some Adair County 
Veterans: 

Civil War IV, 

Some Confederates 







We should all be mindful of our veterans, past and present, 
and those who yet serve the United States. The next few 
columns will contain brief biographical sketches of some 
Adair Countians who served in various conflicts. The 
following represent the men who served from various units in 
the Union Army. 

An effort is being made to identify all the veterans of the 
Civil War who were from Adair County, who lived here, and 
those who left here before the conflict and served in other 
units. 

Any reader who can add names to this or any list of 
veterans is urged to contact me at the above address with 
information. 

According to a report made by John W. Butler, Adair 
County Court Clerk, to the Kentucky Adjutant General in 
February 1864, a number of Adair Countains were 
“expatriated,” according to legislative action in 1862, for 
adhering to the cause of the Rebellion. The following list 
contains a sampling of Mr. Butler’s expats as well as others 
from Adair County who served in the CSA. This list is also 
incomplete, records for the Confederate forces are not nearly 
as complete as those for the Union forces. Some of those 
listed left Adair prior to the War. 

McKinney, Samuel D., private, Company F, 4 KY Mounted 
Infantry, enrolled 14 September 1861 Camp Burnett, TN for 
three years or duration of the war, age 24; wounded at Shiloh 
6 April 1862, died 24 April 1862; bom circa 1837 Adair 
County, son of James and Mary Nichols McKinney. 

Parson, Robert C., private, 2nd Troop, Company I, 21 
Virginia Cavalry, enlisted 2 April 1862; bom 3 February 1845 
Lee County, VA, died 15 July 1905 near Parson, KY; was 
captured and at time of surrender was a prisoner; captured 7 
August 1864 at Moorefield, VA and paroled 18 March 1865 
at Camp Chase, Ohio, exchanged at Point Lookout, Maryland 
27 March 1865; married Mary Wiles 26 April 1869 in 
Alleghany County, NC; widow Mary Wiles Parson, applied 
for pension from Adair County in July 1912, resided at 
Pellyton post office in Adair County since February 1904; she 
was bom 11 April 1847 or 1848 in Alleghany County, NC, 
died 8 March 1935 near Yuma, Taylor County, buried Parson 
Cemetery; two children: son, James, and daughter. James 
Parson resided at Elk Horn, Taylor County at the time of 
death of his mother. 

Paxton, James, CSA; bom and reared in Adair County, died 
April or May 1914 Rochester, Texas, age about 80; son of 


W.C. Paxton; left for Texas with his family in 1850. 

Prowell, James W., “commanded Company C of Walker’s 
Regiment of MO Confederate troops and was at Battle of 
Wilson’s Creek”; however, the Service Record file for James 
W. Prowell directs the researcher to John H. Prowell, Captain, 
Company E, 4 Cavalry, 8 Division, MO State Guard, which 
states he was elected Captain 10 June 1861, resided 
Clintonville, Cedar County, MO, resigned 13 December 
1861. JWP also served in the Mexican War, Company C, 3 
US Dragoons. He was bom Adair County 15 March 1827, 
son of James and Margaret Fletcher Prowell; his father 
migrated to Boone County, MO 1851 and died there the next 
year. 

James W. later settled in Cedar County, MO; resided 
Eldorado Springs, Cedar County, MO 1891, age 64. 

Trabue, Presley, private, Company C, 4 KY Mounted 
Infantry, enrolled/enlisted 29 August 1861 Camp Burnett, TN 
or 11 October 1861 Bowling Green, KY, for three years or 
duration; on detached service with Major Rice Grave’s 
Artillery in November 1861 through September 1862 or later, 
AG states he was “transferred” but no date given, and not in 
AG listing of Rice’s Artillery; promoted 15 August 1862 to 
1st Lieutenant, Ordinance Officer. 

Trabue, Robert P., Colonel, 4 KY Mounted Infantry, 
commissioned 13 September 1861, enlisted Camp Boone, 
TN; commanded 1st KYBrigade at Shiloh and Stone’s River 
after Hanson fell; died 12 February 1863 at Richmond, VA of 
disease; according to AG, when commissioned Colonel, he 
was “from Columbia” Adair County and was age 37; after 
leading the Brigade after General Hanson’s death, he was 
recommended for promotion to Brigadier General, but did not 
live long afterward; previously served as 2nd and 1st 
Lieutenant in Company B, 4 KY Infantry in Mexican War. 

Wooten, Tmelove M., private, Company C, 6 KY Mounted 
Infantry, enlisted 20 September 1861 Cave City, KY for 12 
months service; discharged on account of physical disability 
6 July 1862 at Vicksburg, Miss; description from Surgeon’s 
certificate: bom Adair County, age 24, 5 feet 6 inches, light 
complexion, light hair, farmer. Brother of Matthew Wooten, 
US Army. 

Yates, Joseph—Joseph Yates is mentioned in 
correspondence in the Service Record of Lieutenant Colonel 
Benjamin Estes, 13 KY Infantry, US, as follows: “Joseph 
Yates, now confined in the military prison at this place 
[Louisville], charged with being a confederate soldier 
belonging to Sypert’s command stated to me on yesterday [31 
October 1864] that he was conscripted or forced to join said 
command, that it was not his desire to join them or to enlist 
as a confederate soldier. 

I have known him from infancy up to within the last four 
years and from my personal knowledge of him, I have reason 
to believe his statements are true. Through respects to his 
parents for past kindness to me, I respectfully request that his 
case be investigated and that if the facts in the case warrant it, 
that he be released on such terms as the case may seem to 
require...” [Source: Communication from Lt. Col. Estes to Lt. 
Col. Farley, post commander, dated 1 November 1864] 

Joseph H. Yates, age 16, bom Adair County, son of Milton 
and Mary E. Yates, lived quite near Dr. B.P. Estes in the Adair 
County 1860 census.

deciding whether or not they 
wanted to come to the fair, and I 
was told by a lot of folks they 
stayed home because they 
thought it would keep on raining 
during the night.” 

Thomas said that he didn’t 
have exact figures tabulated yet, 
but estimated total attendance at 
the 2012 fair at between 12,000- 
13,000, down about 1,000 from 
last year. As always, the final 
night of the fair on Saturday 
with the big car demolition 
derby and the prize giveaways 
drew the biggest crowd, with 
over 4,000 in attendance. 

A big surprise for this year’s 
fair - and one that would have 
definitely attracted a larger 
crowd if it could have been 
promoted - was an appearance 
by the “Turtleman,” Ernie 
Brown, Jr. from Marion County 
who is the star of the Animal 
Planet network’s widely popular 
show “The Call of the 
Wildman.” 

The “Turtleman” and his 
production crew spent around 
eight hours at the fairgrounds 
during the day Wednesday, and 
returned late Thursday night for 
another filming session that 
lasted into the early hours of 
Friday morning. Brown 
reportedly “captured” four 
different types of animals that 
had invaded the carnival. 

“The producers wouldn’t let 
us publicize the ‘Turtleman’ in 
advance, but there were a lot of 
rumors going around that he was 
going to be here,” Thomas 
noted. “Many fairgoers had a 
chance to see him, and some 
even became extras for the 
show.” 

Despite the wet weather, 
Thomas said the Jaycees were 


pretty well pleased with how the 
fair went. 

“We feel like we had a good 
fair,” he said. “We tried some 
different things this year, and we 
may try some other things next 


year. 

“We had the Kentucky 
Outlaw truck pullers here last 
year and they were a success, so 
we brought them back this year.

Cumberland County line. 
Hale said that cost figures for 
that section of the road were 
not available at press time. 

The second section of the 
project was the three-mile 
section from the end of 
Burkesville Street to the new 
Holladay Place shopping 
center. This phase was 
completed in 2007 at a cost 
of $7.2 million. 

The third phase was the 
building of the new entrance 
and exit ramps and new 
bridge across the Louie B. 
Nunn Parkway, which was 
completed in 2009 at a cost 
of $27.2 million. 

“It’s a wonderful route that 
they have completed,” Hale 
said. “It’s a lot safer for 
commuters traveling back 
and forth to Sparksville as 
they have taken out the curvy, 
steep hill and added a truck 
passing lane.” 

Hale said that now the only 
section of KY 61 South 
between Columbia and the 
Tennessee line that has not 
been reconstructed is a five- 
mile or so section just north 
of Burkesville. She said that

an archeological study of that 
section of road was recently 
completed, and construction 
on it is expected to get 
underway late this fall. 

Other than that small 
section of roadway, travelers 
now have modem new roads 
all the way from 1-40 near 
Cookville, TN all the way to 
1-65 at Elizabethtown or 1-75 
at Mt. Yemon.

Pill Addiction Topic 
Of Chamber Speaker

The Columbia-Adair County 
Chamber of Commerce met for 
their July meeting Tuesday at 
The Pines at Lindsey Wilson 
and heard from guest speaker 
Keith Tiemeyer, corporate 
operations director at 
SelfRefind. 

SelfRefind is a Danville- 
based addiction medicine center 
and treats patients suffering 
from pain pill addiction. It has 
been in business for five years 
and has locations throughout 
Kentucky and Tennessee. 

“Kentucky is in the top five in 
the country as far as prescription 
drug abuse,” Tiemeyer said. 
“What addicted folks need more 
than anything else is treatment, 
and options for treatment.” 

Tiemeyer went on to describe 
some of the devastating effects 
prescription drug abuse can have 
on families and communities. 
“The average addict in the state 
of Kentucky spends about 
$3,200 a month on their 
addiction,” explained Tiemeyer, 
going on to note that the number 
is way more than many pay per 
month for a house. 

On top of the financial 
implications, prescription pill 
addiction can put addicts and 
their families in serious danger, 
as Tiemeyer noted the extremes 
some people go to trying to get 
their pills, including breaking 
their arms, and driving their 
vehicles into trees. 

“These people need someone 
positive in their life,” said 


Tiemeyer. He went on to 
explain some of Selfrefind’s 
views about addiction, 

particularly that they treat 
addiction as a disease, as 
opposed to a moral or character 
flaw, before closing his speech 
with an appeal to the audience. 
“If there’s any way we could be 
of help to you we’d really love 
to.” Tiemeyer said that 

SelfRefind has already treated 
Adair County residents in the 
past, and anyone wishing to 
contact someone about their 
services can call 866-755-4258. 

In other business at this 
month’s rather brief meeting the 
Chamber: 

•Heard from Ron Heath about 
the upcoming Wares Lair at 
Lindsey Wilson College next 
month. “It really provides an 
opportunity to show the students 
how much we appreciate them 
coming here,” Heath said. “It’s 
an opportunity to let the students 
know what our businesses have 
to offer.” 

•Heard about various 
fundraising activities for the 
Chamber. The golf scramble 
proved to be the biggest money¬ 
maker, bringing in over $4,000. 
“All these fundraising things are 
very important right now for the 
Chamber,” said Chamber Vice 
President Eric West.

Clerics Summer College 

Adair County Circuit Court Clerk Dennis Loy participated in the 
2012 Kentucky Association of Circuit Court Clerks Summer 
College that took place June 12-13 in Frankfort. The KACCC 
hosted the college and the Kentucky Association of Counties 
sponsored the event. The college included 6.25 hours of continuing 
education credit for the circuit clerks. 

“The college was an opportunity for circuit clerks to get fresh 
insights about the day-to-day operations of their offices,” said 
Loretta Crady, Hardin County circuit court clerk and newly elected 
president of the KACCC. “We also discussed how some upcoming 
distance learning can provide continuing education for us without 
all the travel and how the circuit clerks’ new SharePoint site will 
make it easier to share information and ideas. Using technology 
means we can do more with less in spite of ongoing budget 
reductions.” 

Circuit court clerks and Administrative Office of the Courts 
personnel served as presenters for the college, which included 
sessions on handling jury trials and domestic violence reports, 
records management, accounts receivable and personnel matters. 
The circuit clerks also received updates on driver licensing, the 
Judicial Branch budget, legislation and the Trust for Life program. 
The KACCC sponsors Trust for Life to promote organ and tissue 
donation through driver licensing and the Kentucky Organ Donor 
registry. 

Circuit Court Clerks 

Circuit court clerks are responsible for managing the records of 
Kentucky’s Circuit and District courts. Circuit clerks are elected 
officials from all 120 counties and serve a six-year term. They 
provide professional recordkeeping, receive money due the courts, 
pay money to required parties and to the state, record legal 
documents, provide legal documents and other legal materials, 
maintain the jury system, administer oaths, handle affidavits and 
issue driver licenses and non-driver ID cards. 

Administrative Office of the Courts 

The AOC is the operations arm for the state court system and 
supports the activities of nearly 3,300 court system employees and 
403 elected justices, judges and circuit court clerks. As the fiscal 
agent for the state court system, the AOC also executes the Judicial 
Branch budget.

“According to state statute, five registered voters can 
form a committee and commence petition proceedings 
to protest the passage of the tax,” Melton explained. 
“The committee must be formed and file their intentions 
with the county clerk’s office within five days of the 
passage of the motion to levy the tax.” 

Once the committee has filed its intentions with the 
clerk’s office, it will have 45 days to collect enough 
signatures needed to put the measure to a vote. The 
petition must contain the names of at least 10 percent of 
the number of voters who voted in the preceding 
presidential election. 

If the county clerk certifies that there are enough 
legitimate signatures that the matter should be placed on 
the ballot for vote, it will be placed on the next general 
election ballot. 

Melton said if there were to be a recall, it would be 
too late to get it on this year’s general election ballot. 
Since there are not any elections in Kentucky in 2013, 
the matter would appear on the 2014 general election 
ballot.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

There’s a lot to like about paddle-powered fishing boats 


Canoes, kayaks and float boats are quiet, light, maneuverable, 
environmentally friendly and can be launched almost anywhere. 
There’s a lot to like about paddle-powered fishing boats. 

“Kentucky is blessed with a large number of small streams that 
offer excellent fishing during the summer months,” said Ryan 
Oster, federal aid coordinator for the fisheries division of the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “Many 
streams are lightly fished, and anglers will find that fish are 
aggressive because water in streams is often cooler.” 

In fact, Kentucky has over 8,000 miles of streams that offer 
quality fisheries, many of which are tree-canopied waterways off 
the beaten path. Some small public lakes are also ideal for paddle- 
powered boats since the use of gasoline-powered motors is 
prohibited. 

“The Department helps develop access to streams using boating 
access federal funding from the Sport Fish Restoration Act. 
Historically, boating access funds could only be used to develop 
access sites and related facilities that benefited boats with gasoline 
powered engines. Recently, the use of these funds has been 
expanded to include all boat types, including those without 
gasoline-powered engines such as canoes and kayaks,” said Oster. 
“Some of the streams we are looking at closely to develop access 
include the Green River, Licking River, Kentucky River and the 
Floyd’s Fork of the Salt River.” 

Sport Fish Restoration funds come from excise taxes placed on 
the sale of fishing equipment and motor boat fuels. State fish and 
wildlife agencies that receive this funding are mandated to spend a 
minimum of 15 percent of their annual apportionment on boating 
access projects. 

“Limited funds are available, but access for paddle-powered 
boats is a lot less costly to build and less land - usually one-half 
acre or less - is needed, compared to what it typically takes to build 
a boat ramp,” Oster explained. 

Access for paddle-powered boats is typically a parking lot and an 
area where paddlers can drag their boats down to the water. On 
steep-sided banks, a slide is built, with steps down to the water. 

Anglers are reminded that permission from the landowner is 
required to cross private land to access streams or lakes. Persons 
who fail to obtain permission may be cited for trespassing. 

Sales of paddle-powered boats have increased in recent years, 
despite an industry downturn. While new power boat sales declined 
10 percent in 2010, according to data released by the National 
Marine Manufacturers’ Association (NMMA), fishing kayaks, in 
particular, have become one of the fastest-growing segments of this 
small boat market. 

These shallow draft boats first became popular in coastal areas, 
but anglers’ use of these boats on freshwater lakes and rivers has 
grown in popularity. The sit-on-top and the hybrid “open boat” 
designs seem to have the largest following among anglers. These

styles offer a way to gain access to shallow creeks, remote 
wetlands, small lakes and ponds that are either off limits to big 
boats or too shallow for them to navigate. 

From a practical standpoint, paddle-powered boats are a good 
value. Their purchase price and long-term operating costs are 
thousands of dollars less than a traditional sport fishing boat 
powered by an outboard motor, and rigged with an electric trolling 
motor, live well, electronic depth finders and GPS. 

A top-of-the-line kayak outfitted for fishing (rod holder, anchor, 
dry storage and pedal drive system) can be purchased for about 
$2,200, with some of the best boats on the market selling for less 
than $1,200. 

Extras that paddlers will need to buy include a paddle, a life 
jacket, and roof rack is needed to transport the boat on top of a 
passenger car. 

A pickup truck might be the ideal vehicle for transporting a 
fishing canoe, kayak or float boat. With the tailgate down, there’s 
plenty of room to carry a boat in an 8-foot truck bed. Using 1-inch 
ratchet straps is the most convenient and reliable way to tie down a 
boat to a roof rack or secure it in the bed of a pickup. 

There are other expenses that simply don’t apply to paddle- 
powered boats such as boat registration fees, property taxes, fuel, 
and engine maintenance costs. In Kentucky and many other states, 
paddle-powered boats are exempt from registration. 

Paddle-powered boats offer some health benefits, too. With all 
that paddling anglers work their arm muscles and burn some

calories as well. 

Outfitters across Kentucky rent kayaks and canoes for public use 
and give an angler and idea of how these boats perform. Try one of 
these boats this summer and enjoy green, affordable fishing.

Heading Back to 
School with Diabetes 

By the National Diabetes Education Program 

Diabetes is one of the most common chronic diseases in children. 
For students with diabetes and their parents, getting ready for a new 
school year includes a lot more than buying new clothes, backpacks, 
notebooks, and pens. It means buying a whole list of diabetes 
supplies to keep at school—but also preparing school staff to help 
keep their children safe at school and at school-sponsored activities. 

“Nobody knows your child’s day-to-day needs and how to respond 
to a diabetes emergency better than you,” said Griffin P. Rodgers, 
M.D., Director of the National Institute of Diabetes and Digestive 
and Kidney Diseases of the National Institutes of Health (NIH). 
“That’s why it is so important to start the school year as part of the 
school health team, and to keep open the lines of communication 
throughout the school year.” 

Both parents and school personnel can get the guidance they need 
from an invaluable manual, Helping the Student with Diabetes 
Succeed: A Guide for School Personnel. This guide was produced by 
the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services’ National 
Diabetes Education Program (NDEP) and is an essential resource for 
parents, schools, and health care professionals. 

As the school year begins, parents of youth with diabetes are 
encouraged to follow these tips from the NDEP School Guide to help 
ensure their children’s safety and well-being. 

•Take action. Notify the school right away that your child has 
diabetes. Allow the sharing of medical information to keep your 
child safe and provide up-to-date emergency contact numbers to the 
school. 

•Work with your child’s health care team to develop a 
“Diabetes Medical Management Plan.” This plan contains the 
medical orders for your child. It should be signed by the health care 
team and submitted to the school nurse at the start of each school 
year. An updated plan is needed if there are changes in your child’s 
diabetes care plan during the year. A sample plan is included in the 
NDEP School Guide. 

•Meet with the school nurse to go over your child’s school 
health care plans. The school nurse will use the medical orders to 
prepare your child’s routine and emergency diabetes care plans at 
school. You can find samples of these plans in the School Guide. 

•Provide the school with all supplies, medicines, and items 
needed to carry out your child’s health care and emergency 
plans. This includes blood glucose testing items, supplies for taking 
insulin and urine and blood ketone testing, snacks, quick-acting 
glucose products, and a glucagon kit. 

•Be an active member of the school health team. The School 
Guide includes action plans for all school personnel, and for you and 
your child to work together to manage diabetes care at school. Go 
over these checklists with your child so both of you can work as a 
team with school staff throughout the school year.

Nutrient Removal 
of Com Silage 

Due to hot & dry conditions in June, many com fields that 
were planted for grain may be harvested for silage. 
Producers should be aware of com silage nutrient removal 
rates to ensure that the nutrients are replaced for the next 
crop. For each ton harvested, corn silage removes 3.5 lbs of 
phosphorus and 8 lbs of potassium. A crop that produces 10 
tons per acre removes 35 lbs of phosphorus and 80 lbs of 
potassium or the equivalent to 76 lbs 0-46-0 per acre and 133 
lbs 0-0-60 per acre. For comparison, a com grain yield of 
150 bushels per acre will remove 60 lbs of phosphorus and 53 
lbs of potassium. UK soil test recommendations are specially 
designed for crop use. Soil test recommendations made for 
com for grain are different than com for silage. Phosphorus 
recommendations for each crop use are the same; however 
potassium recommendations are much higher for com silage 
than com for grain. 

High Nitrates In 
Adair Corn Fields 

Last week, com stalks from nine fields in Adair County 
were collected and sent to the UK Veterinary lab for nitrate 
testing. Of the nine samples submitted, five of them 
contained toxic levels of nitrates. Farmers who harvest corn 
for silage should allow the silage to ferment for at least 4-6 
weeks and submit samples for nitrate testing prior to feeding. 
Fermentation will remove roughly half of the nitrates in corn 
silage. However, three of the five samples tested will contain 
toxic nitrate levels even after fermentation. Com silage that 
contains toxic levels of nitrates can be fed if consumption is 
carefully limited and the silage is mixed with other feeds low 
in nitrates.

Home Is Total Loss In Weekend Fire 


Governor Steve Beshear 
announced today that 
Kentuckians can show their 
support for veterans with newly 
available vehicle license plates. 

“Kentuckians are proud of our 
veterans, and many will want to 
display that message of support 
in a visible way,” Gov. Beshear 
said. 

The new plates - available 
even to those who are not 
veterans themselves - show 
support for veterans and also 
raise funds for veterans 
programs. 

“The ‘I Support Veterans’ 
license plate will give an 
opportunity for all Kentuckians 
who wish to support veterans’ 
services to do so, and to show 
that support by putting this 
license plate on their vehicle,” 
said Rep. Tanya Pullin, who 
chairs the House Committee on 
Veterans, Military Affairs and 
Public Safety. “I was pleased to 
have sponsored the bill in the 
2011 Session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly that created 
this special plate. It will create 
additional revenue to be used by 
the Kentucky Department of 
Veterans Affairs to serve 
veterans in Kentucky.” 


Kentucky Department of 
Veterans Affairs Commissioner 
Ken Lucas said the new license 
plates were designed in response 
to citizens’ interest in supporting 
veterans. 

“Many people over the years 
have asked us for a license plate 
that expresses their support for 
veterans even though they 


themselves do not qualify for 
veterans’ license plates. We 
worked hard to come up with a 
design that would express that 
sentiment appropriately, and are 
grateful for the help and 
cooperation of the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet in 
making this plate a reality,” 
Lucas said. “We are particularly 
indebted to Rep. Pullin and 
other legislators for shepherding 
this law through and ensuring 
that KDVA would receive a 
portion of the fee of each 


Support Veterans license plate 
purchased. Those funds will 
enable us to keep programs that 
help veterans directly, including 
filing benefit claims, getting 
help finding jobs, maintaining 
their homes, and accessing other 
services.” 

In addition to working with 
veterans to help them obtain the 
state and federal benefits they 
have earned, the Kentucky 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
also operates three veteran 
nursing homes in Wilmore, 
Hazard and Hanson, and 
veterans cemeteries in 
Hopkinsville, Radcliff, 

Williamstown and Greenup 
County. Veterans’ benefits 
field representatives serve 
veterans locally in 17 field 
offices throughout the state. 
KDVA is also planning a new 
veterans nursing home in 
Radcliff and a new veterans 
cemetery in Leslie County. 

“It gives our department 
great pride and pleasure to help 
make plates available to the 
citizens of the Commonwealth 
that honor veterans,” said 
Department of Vehicle 
Regulation Commissioner Tom 
Zawacki.

‘Run With All Your Hart’ Growing By The Day

In less than a month a large turnout of local and out-of-county 
and out-of-state runners will come together for the inaugural ‘Run 
with all your Hart’ in honor of the life of Sarah Hart. 

The run/walk will be on Saturday, August 11 at 8:30 a.m. and 
will begin at the Russell County Schools Auditorium/Natatorium 
Complex in front of Russell County High School. 

Ashley Hart, Sarah’s sister-in-law, is one of several people 
organizing the event and said while getting the race going was a 
strenuous venture it was all worth the cause. 

“Almost immediately people would come up and say we’ve got 
to do a run,” Hart said. “Of course in that moment you’re like 
‘yeah’ but you just don’t know when would be a good time and 
you’re still in the grieving process.” 

She said it was Bob Baney from Lexington with 3 Way Racing, 
LLC who called Wendell Roberts, Sarah’s father, and pitched the 
idea about helping to organize a race here in Russell County. 3 
Way’s Skip Rafferty has also been a big help in getting the race 
organized 

“Then it just kind of took off,” Hart said. “That’s the good thing 
about these guys, they’re super professional.” 

She said the 4-mile race and 1.5 mile walk would also have 
electronic timing chips for all participants, something only usually 
done at big lOKs. 

“Sarah was such a professional, organized person so we didn’t 
want to just throw something together,” she said. “We wanted it to 
be the best it could be and be organized and professional just like 
she was.” 

The event has its own website, www.runwithallyourhart.com, and 
also has a Facebook page, which had nearly 1,400 “likes” by 


presstime. Both are packed with information and updates on the 
race, including how to register for the race and ways to donate to 
the Sarah Roberts Hart Foundation, which was founded shortly 
after Hart’s death as a way to provide scholarships for area students 
pursuing careers in the fields of pharmacy and/or medicine. To 
make donations directly to the fund, address your check payable to 
the Sarah Roberts Hart Fund, RO. Box 1036, Jamestown, KY 
42629. 

Hart said 3 Way Racing, LLC is taking care of all the expenses of 
putting the race together, including certifying the race route, getting 
all the insurance and liability issues squared away and overseeing 
the registrations, among other things. 

The 4-mile route was chosen after consulting with Sarah’s sister, 
Elizabeth, and the starting point had to be a place that could park 
between 700 and 1,000 people, according to Hart. The four mile 
course starts at the ANC and proceeds north on US 127 to Maple 
Street, then turns left on Maple and proceeds to Lakeway Drive, 
turns left on Lake way Drive and returns to US 127 with the finish 
back at the ANC. The 1.5 mile walk course also starts at the ANC 
and proceeds north on US 127 to Cade Rd., turns left on Cade Rd. 
and proceeds to Lakeway Drive where it turns left on Lakeway and 
returns to US 127 with the finish at the ANC. 

“The ANC building is a beautiful place to showcase to people 
who are coming from out of town,” she said. As of presstime there 
are already folks from nine states scheduled to participate in the 
event as it nears 350 race registrants. There has also been more than 
$1,700 in additional donations. 

“And, just by chance, when they were looking over the course 
once it was completed it just happened to come up to four miles and 
the race shape just happens to be in the shape of a heart,” Hart said. 
“God works things out sometimes.” 

Hart said each mile will be for Sarah and Ryan’s children, Avery, 
Addison, Archer and their unborn son, Alexander. 


“We’re also going to have praise bands set up every half mile to 
cheer people on and encourage them,” she said. ‘Driven’ will also 
be performing a free concert following the race at the ANC with 
Jeff Hoover emceeing the awards ceremony following the event. 
Davene DeVore, the art instructor at Russell County High School, 
will also be at the event with her art students providing free face 
painting for children in attendance. The Russell County Hospital 
will provide healthcare services for runners, if needed, during and 
after the race. 

Rachel Crabtree, the owner and chief chef of WellFed Meals and 
Eric Patrick Marr from Run The Bluegrass have also donated 500 
of Rachel’s “Momingside Muffins” for our August 11th race. More 
additions are expected as the race date nears, Hart said. 

The logo the family and event organizers came up with also 
represent Ryan and Sarah’s children as the handprints are the girls 
and the footprint is Archer’s. There is also an A to the 4th power 
visible as well, which signifies the fourth child, Alexander. 

The Roberts and Hart families participated in the Bluegrass 10K 
in Lexington last week to help spread Sarah’s story and inform 
people about the upcoming race here in Russell County. 

“It was emotional but it was good to see all of the support from 
the running community, even people who didn’t know Sarah, come 
together ... it was awesome,” she said. “We’re hoping this can be a 
good healing for our community.” 

Ashley Hart is joined by Stephanie Foley, Heather Dando and 
Clarissa “Moochie” Hart on the core committee here while 3 Way 
Racing is taking care of the aforementioned aspects of the race. 

“Nothing can bring Sarah back but at least we can try to do 
something good and keep the memory of her going on,” she said. 
“With our Christian faith we’ve came together and have relied on 
each other even more. It is still tough, it comes in waves ... 
sometimes you think you’re doing good and you see something that 
reminds you of her and how much you miss her.”
